1. 1. A ropo^t froA Athens states that tvo osaObers of an Albo^aian 

teas (Rad Teaa) crossed into Greeee on about 26 October 1932 and were 
expeoted to mrrire In Athens on 3 Boveaber for debriefing. This tean 
originally Infiltrated by air into Borttorn Albania in HoYooibar 1950 
with a alasion to contact resistance groups and leaders and to collect 
Inforoation. After aoYi^ back and forth between Albania and XugoslaYia 
and engaging in an action with Albanian security foroes in which soYoral 
of the oneiay were killed, the teas apparently spent the bulk of 1951 cm 
lugoslaY territory. The team returned to Albania in A{»*il 1952. (reported 
in Daily Report for 27 Hay 1952). A full debriefing is expeoted 


shortly.

The 
tean in question %fas infiltrated ly sea Into the Scutari area on the 
night of 20-21 July (reported in Daily Report for 28 July 1952).
